native bread and biscuit within reach and distribute it among the ravenous masses. 

Grain rioting is reported from every quarter of the empire. Most of the districts have established relief works, where 
grain is doled out to the starving. But the common working folk have long since exhausted their pittances in trying 
to battle hunger and high prices, and are becoming almost as troublesome as the professional beggars, who ‘are breaking 
through all control, Charitable institutions and societies are striving to organize relief branches throughout their vicin-

DRIVE OUT THE ASSASSINS. 

The news from Cuba regarding Maceo’s 
death is still conflicting, but there seems 
better reasom for accepting the Cuban 
‘Version rather than the Spanish as sub- 
stantially true. 

Maceo was admitted to be a cautious 
and experienced leader, It is impossible 
to believe that he would have been found 
where he was with only a small staff, 
unless he was inveigled there by a flag of 
truce or some other device. It is equally 
difficult to believe that Dr. Zertucha 
could have escaped the fate of the rest 
and been. afterwards received with honor 
in Havana, unless there was treachery to 
Maceo on his part. Moreover, throughout 
the war the Cuban news regarding impor- 
tant occurrences has proved uniformly 
more reliable than that sent out from the 
Captain-General’s palace. 

There is therefore good reason to be- 
lieve that Maceo was assassinated. If 
so, it was one of the foulest crimes of the 
century. And it was perfectly in accord 
with all that is known of Weyler’s meth- 
ods. To dignify the butcheries he has 
been perpetrating in Cuba with the name 
of warfare is to repudiate all that civil- 
ization has gained over the brute methods 
of savages. 

The United States have assumed a 
grave responsibility in regard to the 
Cubans and the world at large. They 
have formally and publicly notified other 
nations that they must keep hands off. 
Our Government is therefore morally re- 
sponsible for any further continuance of 
these outrages. If they continue, it will 
share their infamy. 

Just as soon as Maceo’s assassination 
is confirmed, Congress should act without 
a day’s delay. President Cleveland is 
committed to the policy of conciliating 
Spain, and with characteristic obstinacy 
will stick to it. But in such matters Con- 
gress is not bound to follow the Presi- 
dent’s lead. It should obey the plain 
mandate of the American people. 


THE LIGHTING CONTRACT. 

The form of contract to be made with 
the lighting company or companies that 
will do the city lighting after 1900 is cer- 
tainly definite and specific in terms. It 
seems to leave nothing to chance and al- 
lows no opportunity for evasion. 

Under its terms the Board of Public 
Improvements is clothed with very large 
powers. The Board may, at its discretion, 
withhold payments for lamps not up to 
specifications or which it may declare 
“out of service“ for fallure to meet re- 
quirements. In addition to the $100,000 
bond of the contractors 5 per cent of their 
earnings are to be withheld until $100,000 
is accumulated as an additional guar- 
antee or indemnifying fund. 
A more comprehensive contract or one 

which the public interest is better 
protected could hardly be devised. Mu- 
nicipal contracts equally comprehensive 
have, however, been made before and 
failed to serve the best public ends for 
want of proper enforcement. Much will 
depend upon the Board of Public Im- 
provements in which these large powers 
to compel specific performance are 
lodged. If that Board, at any time, fails 
in its duty, this contract will be found to 
be of as little value as one providing for 
fewer contingencies and safeguards 
against public robbery. 

The provisions defining causes of for- 
feiture and vesting the power to declare 
forfeitures in the Board have been found 
in many municipal contracts. Actual for- 
feitures, however, have been few, al- 
though palpable violations of contract 
have been many, 

The Board of Public Improvements is 
to be congratulated. It has made a 
contract which needs nothing but en- 
forcement to make ita public benefaction, 


“SOME DAY.” 


The question of street car fares is to 
be before the Illinois Assembly during the 
coming session, 

Bills reducing street car fares to 3 cents 
in all cities of more than 100,000 inhab- 
itants are to be introduced in both House 
and Senate. 

This may mean much or it may mean 
little. Chicago boodle Aldermen have 
been sandbagging the street railroad com.

reduced fare ordinances, Their success 
may have determined some Chicago mem- 
bers of the Legislature to have some of 
the “graft.”
